And Will Send a Delegation to America to 
Explain the Situation. 


Lonpon, December 3.—In response to a call { 


issued by Justin MeCartiny, leader of the 
anti-Parneillite section of the Irish purty, ‘all 
members of the party who are opposed to Par- 
nell assembled today to further consider the 
line of policy tobe adopted.

Power O’Connor, Sexton and Sheehy-—was 
appointed to assist McCarthy in deciding the 
future action of the party. The meeting was 
presided over by McCarthy. After the ap- 
pointment of the council, adjournment was 
taken until 2 o’ciock tomorrow. 
PARNELL RESERVED A SEAT. 

The anti-l’arnellite members of the house of 
cominons made an ear.y appearance in the house 
today. Forty-one of them entered the chamber in 
a body, and took the principal places on the first 
four benches below the ganeway, with a view to 
preventing the Parnellites irom occupying their 
usual seats. Colonel Nolan John Deasy entered 
later, and contrived to secure s@&ts. Parnell’s 
seat had been reserved, he ge hea at an early hour 
iixed a ticket to it. Healy arrived later 
than his colleagus. When he entered 
he took Varnell’s seat, but McCarthy warned him 
to vacate it. The party appeared to be inexceilent 
spiriis. They cheered loudly when Deasy, anti- 
Parnellite whip, advanced to the speaker's chair, 
abd moved the issue of a new writ for an election 
in North Kilkeumy to filia vacancy in the house 
caused by the deathof Udward Maruny. The writ 
was issued. 

Mr. McCarthy, amid the cheering of his sup- 
porters, gave notice that upon reassembling of the 
house he would ca}! attention to the circumstances 
in connection with the recent arrest and prosecu- 
tion of Dillon and O'Brien, and wouid move a 
resolution in reiation to the case. 

Mr. snuith, governinent leader, announced that 
when the house went inte committee on the land 
purchase bill, he would move an adjournment of 
the house unti!

Two months or more ago, when he was reported 
as a borrower of money to the extent of over 
$3,500,000, A. J. Drexel, it was said, offered to ad- 
vance him any amount vf money on his notes. 
Mr. Drexel is worth, in his individual right, $15,- 
660,000, and is furthermore the head of two houses 
which command almost untold millions—-A. J. 
Drexel & Co., of Philadelphia, and Drexel, Mor- 
van & Co., of New York. Mr. Wanamaker’s paper 
has heretofore been considered *gilt-edged.” He 
is rated in the commercial reports 28 worth 
87,000,000, fis business aggregates $17,000,000 
a year. His is a _ retail trade, which is 
far more remunerative, on percentage basis, than 
a wholesale trade. There ia also less risk in it, 
because he does not have to carry great amounts 
of specialties which, on going ont of style, lose 
their value. ; 

Itis said thata New York concern supplying 
him with goods had a bill agains: him of $40,000, 
which it presented several times withont a re- 
sponse. In Mr. Wanamaker’s business $40,000 is 
comparatively a sma}litem. As the story goes, he 
put it off until the representative of the firm made 
a personal visit to him, when he drew his cheek 
and settled the bill, Mr. Wanamaker is one of 
the voting trustees of the Keading railroad. He 
is. suicl to hold $50,000 shares of the stock, which 
is understood te have cost him. 3%. The closing 
price tonight was 28. The old story that Jay Gouid 
is trying tocorner Mr, Wanamaker on ading 
was revived in Wall street yesterday. So far as is 
known, Mr. Gould has no interest m Reading. 
If there is any opposition to Mr. 
Wanamaker, it is supposeil to come from J. 
Pierrepont Morgan. Mr. Wanamaker was in- 
strumental in ousting from the presidency of the 
Reading, Austin Corbin, who was the choice of 
Mr. Morgan for the place. Mr. Drexel, who has 
expressed his willingness to afford Mr. Wana- 
maker any needed financial relief, is the partner 
in the banking busine+s of Mr. Morgan, and it is, 
therefore, considered unlikely that Mr. Morgan 
has attempted to entrap Mr. Wanamaker in 
Reading.

I know that the party 
harness never hung so loosely upon the people as 
now, If the democrats in the fifty-second 
eongress do not grant our demands, the third 
panty isinevitable, and the southern democratic 
alliiancemen Will be in it. I know what I am 
talking about in making that statement. No man 
is nearer the people in the soathern alliance than 
Lam, and I know that [ represent them correctly 
when I say they are determined to gain the end 
they are striving for,and will not hesitate tosmash 
the democratic, or any party which fights them. 

“Atthe sametime the alliance is not going to 
endorse the third party or any other, now or in the 
future. Does the action of today look like the 
democrats contfol? We reiterated every one of 
our demands and there were only three votes 
against the financial plan, The question was <dis- 
cussed im every possible manner for four hours, 
and there was no sign of weakening in the. ranks. 

“Yes, itis true that the subtreasury plan does 
not Contain the 80 per cent clause, but it retains 
the vital principles of loansn farm products. It 
is true, too, that government ownership of rail- 
roads is made conditional instead ef peremtorily, 


but that was by no means the result 
of democratic intiuence. I admit that 
we made a mistake in acting upon 


the force bill. The vote expresses the. sentiment 
of the delegates, but it is a purely partisan meas- 
ure. and we had no business under. our constitu- 
tio to touch it. 

“Ido notsee much significance in the? Blaine 
story. What if Rittenhouse didcallon him? He 
had a right to call if he wanted to, and it does not 
necessarily signify a corrupt purpose on his part. 
I consider that I have a perfect right to go to Jim 
Biaine’s house, or Ben Harrison’s or to see any 
public man I please.” ° 

Mr. Rittenhouse was shown the telegrams 
sent out from here last night, and asked 
what he had to gay. He admitted that he 
had an engagement to meet Blaine, but as that 
gentleman was out, the interview did not occur. 
Ile went, he said, beeanse Colonel Hinton had 


asked himif he did not wish to meet Blaine. .

THE PLATFORM ADOPTED. 
The great interest of today’s proceedings 
was in the discussion on the  sub- 
treasury bill. After a hot debate the 
following list of demands was adopted,

banks; we demand that the government shall es- 
tablish subtreasuries or depositories in the 
several states, which shal! loan money direct to 
the people ata low rate of interest, not to exceed 


2 per cent per annum, on non-perishable 
farm products, and also upon real 
estate, with the roper limitation 


upon the quantity of land and the amount of 
inoney; we demand that the amount of circulat- 
ing medium be speedily increased to not less than 
$80 per capita. 

“2. We demand that congress shall pass such 
laws a8 shall effectually prevent dealing in futures 
on all agricultural and mechanical productions, 
preserving a stringent system of procedure in 
trials, such as shall secure the prompt conviction 
and imposition of such penalties as shall secure 
the most perfect compliance with law. 

Mr. Loucks, of South Dakota, started the dis- 
cussion by moving to strike the word fana before 
products. 

“Strike out farm and insert merchantable,” 
said Livingston, “and that will cover the case.’’ 

Mr. Perdue, of Texas, objected that by this 
amendment manufacturers would be protected by 
the Farmers’ Alliance, whereas the object of this 
order was the protection of the farmer, The 
inanufacturers could take care of themselvés. 

Mr. Winn, of Kentucky, thought any change 
would make trouble, and Mr. Alexander, of North 
Carolina, brought down the house by saying that 
by this amendment the farmers would be attempt- 
ing to attend to everybody’s business. Mr. Davie, 
ef Kentucky, here moved as a substitute to insert 
a paragraph calling for the Pickler bill now before 
the ways and means committee of congress, or 
some other better relief measure. Mr. Hall, of 
Missouri, then took the floor against; the sub- 
treasury section, saying that he ewned nothing 
but farm land, lived seventeen miles from a town 
or railroad,and opposed the scheme in the interest 
of the farmers.

Judge Speer withheld his decision in the matter 
until tomorrow. 

MOVES TO SEVER. 

The defense opened this afternoon by making a 
motion to sever the prisoners in the trial. ‘Ihe 
prosecution had refused to sever, and the defense 
thought the privilege was then theirs. ques- 
tion was then submitted to the court. 

The court held that as the prisoners had not yet 
been arraigned, and it was not known what their 
piea would be, the motion weuld not be passe 
upon until this question was settled. f 

A QUESTION OF JURISDICTION. ‘ 

It was well known that the defense would offer 
a demurrer on the ground of non-jurisdiction. 

After the disposal of the first question Attorney 
Bartlett arose and offerea the demurrer, settin 
forth that as the defendants were cha wit 
no crime against the laws of the Uni States, 
and furtker that the two charges were entirely 
separate, they prayed that the case he thrown out 
of court. He went on to show other causes wh 
the court had no jurisdiction in the case. In re 
to the charges, he said one was a crime 
yunishable by fine or imprisonment and the other 

y death. Therefore, he said, it was plain that 
the two could not be tried in the federal court. 

Argument was then asked for and Attorney 
Dessau began argument, pending which court ad- 
journed until tomorrow morning.

Mr. Jack Henderson Killed—A Baby Dashed 
to Death—Other Persons Injured— : 
The Damage to Property. 


Monnoz, Ga., December 8.—[Special.]— 
Sunday morning about 9 o'clock the south- 
western portion of this county was visited by & 
most terriffe cyclone which left death and de 
struction in its pathway. We learn the follow- 
ing facts from Mr. W. H. Cooper, who went to 
the scene an hour or two after the storm a 
passed, and saw what he relates: The clou 
was in the usual cyclone shape, like a funnel, 
and was|traveling from|south west to northeast. 
The first signs of the storm were seen at Mr, 
Joe Ellington’s, who lives just over the New> 
ton line. Here the orchards and fences were 
all destroyed, the storm just missing the houses

Here the storm did its 
worst. Mr. Cooper says but for the chimney 
foundations it would be impossible to teil where 
Mr. Henderson lived—the dwelling, the cribs, the 
barn, the wagon and buggy, all the fencing, even 
the gate posts are all blown away; the corn, fod- 
der and other things being scattered clear to Jer- 
sey, a distance of three miles. Mr. Henderson 
was killed outright; the chimney falling in on him. 
His mother, who is a sister of Mr. Chapman Mob- 
ley, was badly hurt, but not dead whep Mr. 
Cooper left. Mrs. Hendersonwasjalso severely in- 
jured, her ankle being badly broken. The two 
mouths’ old baby was quietly sleeping in a bed in 
one corner of the room. The bed clothes were 
wrapped around the child and blown 300 yards, 
when found the sewing machine and several logs 
were lying onthe bed. The child was in a dying 
condition; the blood was running from its nose 
and mouth and two hours later it died.

tA capes en certain buildings for the safety and 
protection of human 1if6é/?:”» ‘ 

Be it ordained by the mayorand general coun- 
cil of the city of Atlanta, and it is hereby or- 
dained by authority of the same that, it being 
> pagan for the safety and protection of huinan 

e. 

section 1. That all buildingsin said city three 
stories or more in height, not including 
basements, used as a factory, workshop, lodge 
room, hotel, boarding house, public hall, or sleep- 
ing place, or apartment, shall have thereon suita- 
ble and substantial fire escapes of the following 
character and inaterial. Brackets must not be 
less than ‘4x13, inches, wrought iron, placed 
edgewise, or 1*4 inch angle iron, well braced, and 
not more than 3 feet apart, and the braces to 
brackets must be not less *% inch square, wrought 
iron, and must extend two-thirds ef the width of 
the respective brackets or balconies. In all cases 
the brackets must go through the wall, and be 
turned down 3jinches. 

Brackets on new buildings must pe set as the 
walls are being built. When brackets are to be 
put on old houses, the part going through the 
wall shall not be less than one inch in. diameter, 
with screw nuts and washers, not less than 5 
inches square and +4 inch thick. 

Top rails.—The top rail of balcony must be 
154x% inch, wrought iron, and in all cases must 
go through the walls, and must be secured by nuts 
and 4-inch washers, at least °, inch thick. 

Bottom Rails.—Bottom rails must be 1144 x %% 
inch, wrought iron, well leaded into the wall. 
in frame buildings the top rails must go through 
the studding and be secured on the inside by 
washers and nuts as above. 

Filling-in Bars.—The filling-in bars must be not 
less than 44 inch round or square, wrought iron, 
placed not more than 6inches from centers, and 
well riveted to the top and botton rails. 

Stairs.—-The stairs, in all cases, must not be less 
than 18 inches wide, and constructed of 14x3%, 
inch wrought iron sides or strings. Steps to be 5, 
inch round iron, double rungs, 4x3 inch fiat iron, 
and well riveted to the strings. The stairs must 
be secured toa bracket on top, and rest on and be 
secured to a bracket or extra cross bar at the bot- 
tom. All stairs must havea %4 inch handrail of 
wrought iron, well braced. 

Floors,—The flooring of balconies must be of 
wrought iron 1%x*%,% inch slats placed not over 114 
inches apart, and secured to iron buttons 114x4, 
inch, not over 3 feet apart and riveted at the 
intersection.

ends of balconies extend more than 9 inches over 
the brackets.

BAILIFF E. D. CURRAN. 


HE 18 WANTED BY THE POLICE AND 
CANNOT BE FOUND. 


A Post-Mortem Examination Uponthe Body 
of J.D. Wilkins by the Coroner and 
County Physician. 


: . 
| The further the Curran-Wilkins story de- 


velops the more interesting it becomes. 

It will probably assume another phase to- 
day. 

Yesterday, upon learning of Wilkins’s death, 
Solicitor General Hill requested the coroner to 
hold an inquest. Dr. Gritlin, the county phy- 
sician, was also requested to be prosent. 

The body was taken about seven miles into 
the country, on the Flat Shoals road, for 
burial. 

When the solicitor’s request reached Dr. 
Avary, the body had already been taken to 


‘the country. 


To avoid having the remains brought back 
to Atlanta for an inquest, Dr. Avary, coroner, 
and Dr. Griffin, county physician, left the city 
in a buggy and overtook the funeral proces- 
sion. 

At the place of interment an autopsy was 
held: 

Just what the result of that autopsy was is not 
known. Today Dr. Avary and Dr. Griffin will go 
before the grand jury to make a report of their 
examination. Dr. Avary declined to give any in- 
tiination as to what that report would be—what 
was shown by the autopsy. 

The probabilities are that the report before the 
grand jury will be unfavorableto Bailiff Curran, 
as it is generally believed that the post-mortem 
examination of the coroner and county physician 
disclosed evidence of violence asaresult of the blow 
which Curran dealy Wilkins on the head with his 
stick, the particulars of which are already 
familiar to the publie. 

Curran is already under tndictment for assault 
with intent to murder, Uponthe report of the 
physician he nay berequired to answer for mur- 
der. 

Ruut where is Curran? 

That is the question that the police and others, 
including his bondsmen, are anxiously asking 
themselves, 

He has not been seen for several days. Has he 
disappeared? 

Orders for Curran’s arrest were promulgated to 
the police several days ago, but dilligent search 
has f. i'ed to find him. 

When Curran was arrested on a warrant for 
assault and battery, last week, he was released on 
bond in the sum of $500. ah 

The siguers of that bond were W. R. Phillips, 
Jr., and Mrs, L. C. Flanders. 

Last Friday, when Curran’s rearrest was ordered, 
on the charge of assault to murder, and he could 
not be found, his bondsmen were ordered to give 
him up. 

‘hey were unable todo this, and his bond was 
fhrfeited by the court. 

it all turns on the point as to whether the lick 
which he struck Wilkins had anything to do with 
his death. ‘There has been a difierence of opinion 
on this. A physician who examined Wilkins be- 
fore he died made a written report stating that 
there were no evidences of violence on his person. 

Here is something about Curran’s career as 
bailiff. 

lie was appoint.d bailiff for the 1332 district by 
Justine Thowps«. a and Nabel! on November 22d 

ast. 

On the 24th he made the levy on Wilkins’s prop- 
erty and had the difficulty which has recently 
occasioned him so much treuble. 

The paper which he went to the home of Mr. 
Wilkins to sorve was in favor of W. R.. Phillips, 
Jr. It was fue only one Curran ever served in his 
capacity as bailiff. 

At the time he had not given the bond required 
by law to constitute him a lawful constable. The 
law allows a constable ten days from the time of 
his appointment to give the necessary bond. 

This ten days has expired, and Curran has not 
succeeded in giving his bond. 

Curran was sapotnted a bailiff through the in- 
fluence of W. R. Phillips, for whom he bad been 
working. 

Phillips, who is a money-lender, it seems has a 
great deal of business to do in the justice courts— 
collecting simaii claims. 

lie is not on good terms with the justices in the 
city, an for that reason has his papers issyed in 
the Kast Point district. ; 

Curran was to serve them for him in Atlanta. 

His appointment was perfectly legal, under the 
law passed-by the last Jegislature—provided, of 
course, he was acceptable to the county comimis- 
sioners. There has been some misunderstanding 
in regard to this point.
